Stress, Depression, and Letting Things Get You Down 


The teen years are the most 
influential times in anyone's life; It's 
the time you make more long term 
relationships, fit in with your peers, 
and learn to express your 
individuality. For many people, this 
change is difficult. Aariana 
Lawrence (9), like many other high 
schoolers here at Highland, had had 
a troubling experience going 
through this change. 

It all started from her peers bullying 
her over the way she looked when 
she was younger. “| had self image 
issues because | compared myself 
to others,” said Lawrence. This 
behavior might have started in sixth 
grade but it progressively got worse 
as middle school went on. In 
seventh grade Lawrence was 
hospitalized for the first time due to 
expressing suicidal thoughts, and in 
eighth grade Lawrence was 
hospitalized an additional time due 
to the continuous trouble she 
faced. “Il stopped taking my

medicine by choice, and that caused my 
depression to get worse. | was more 
open with peers but | was losing friends 
and | lost my mom's trust.” 

While in hospitalization, Lawrence had 
the opportunity to meet others that 
were in a similar situation. Although 
being able to relate with other people, it 
did not always result in a positive 
outcome. However, she was able to 
learn from her support system that self- 
harm was not the positive route to 
follow. 

The start of this new chapter in her life 
brought along a very beneficial and 
unexpected change. “At first | was 
angry and lashed out physically and 
verbally.” When she first arrived in 
placement she was very frightened 
because she had never been away from 
home. “| did not like being in the 
hospital, but | liked being able to be 
around kids that understood what | was 
going through which was different than 
being at school.” The treatment helped 
Lawrence develop goals for controlling 
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her urges, and these goals were 
communicated with her biggest 
supporters, her mom, sister, and 
grandmother. 

Lawrence's final transition, which was 
returning home and returning to her 
home school, was difficult as well.“| 
still have issues with depression, but | 
know | can't let it get me down. | have 
to turn my mind and focus on 
something positive and not negative." 
The placement taught Lawrence 
many things, one of which being how 
to control her anger and anxiety. If 
issues arise, Lawrence carries an art 
book and releases her stress by 
coloring or doodling on her paper. 
From the time Lawrence spent in 
placement, she has one tip of advice 
to those having a difficult time: “Take 
baby steps because not everything is 
always the same, but things will get 


better. You have to find a way to not | 


let the depression control your 
happiness.”
